How do you learn to cook? For some of us, cooking videos 
with famous chefs are the way to go. We enjoy watching 


them because it’s easier to follow instructions when we 
can see what’s happening. But now, a new cooking series 
is becoming very popular. Tiny Kitchen is a series of 
short videos. They show how to cook real meals in 
kitchens the same size as those in dolls’ houses.
